to the concentrated fire of fifty guns. .

All military writers agree that 
ronje’s only chance lies in a powerful 
diversion in his fayor by the Dutch re- 
inforcements drawn from Natal, Coles- 
berg and Stormberg. Three British bri- 
gades were in action Sunday and Mon. 
day, with ‘another regiment and 

nch’s cavalry in reserve. If 20,000 
burghers from Natal and 10,000 more 
from the.southern frontier could be 
suddenly concentrated against Cronje’s 
besiegers, his deliverance might be ef- 
fected, or at least the issue of - the 
tragic struggle at Koodoosrand would 
be left in doubt. Roberts would have 
two brigades of the Seventh Division 
available as a reserve against this con- 
centration, and possibly another from 
the First Division, although he has a 
line of communication -to be guarded 
for twenty-five or thirty miles from 
the Modder River station. 

From thirty-five to forty: thousane 
men could be massed by Roberts in 
an emergency at Koodoosberg. There 
is no evidence yet that the Dutch con- 
centration has taken place in that 
quarter on a large scale. Pretoria re- 
ports state yesterday that 6000 Boers 
have gone from Natal into Free State. 
This estimate may not include the 
Free State forces retiring westward by 
Harrismith and Bethichem, where the 
British columns, thin as they are, can 
now advance cautiously toward /Ur- 
ange River, but the strength of rein- 
forcement available for Cronje’s as- 
sistance from that quarter is con- 
jectural. Well-informed men in ctose 
touch with the War Office agree ‘that 
the best thing that can happen for 
the British is the concentration of the 
entire Dutch army at Koodoosberg, 
since that policy will enable Roberts 
to deliver a crushing blow with his 
own forces heavily massed a short dis- 
tance from the railway base. Other- 
wise, they say, Cronje’s surrender will 
be followed by a tedious campaign 
through the enemy’s country with 
long lines of communication to be 
maintained. One point not understood 
is the silence of Cronje’s guns. The 
British batteries are firing at close 
range, whereas the big guns which 
were at Magersfontein ought to enable 
Cronje to make a good defense. Ap- 
parently his guns are not with him. 


' The news from Natal at a late hour 
was confusing. Some dispatches stated 
that the Fusileer’s battalion, after

WATCHING FOR BULLER.

LONDON, Feb. 24.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.]

The Queensianders, who had read of 
this cunning dodge on the part of the 
Boers, did not leave off firing till the 
enemy threw up their hands and com- 
menced to break their weapons. Then 
they surrend to Co. f 
Queenslanders, shouting in their terror 
at the prospect of the bayonet the 
only English they could muster for the 
moment, “Please don't fix, don’t fix!” 
The Boer losses were some fourteen 
killed, many wounded, and forty pris- 
onets. Fourteen tents, three wagons, 
saddlery, forage and camp equipment, 
and 5000 rounds of ammunition fell 
into the hands of Pilcher’s little army. 
THE MARCH TO DOUGLAS. 
After a short rest the command 
marched on to the township of Doug- 
las, where 15,000 rounds of ammunition 
were’ discovered Adhd Burnt,” Maj.

I was thinking how little the dear 
old flag was known in this country, 
and of the stale joke of the old Boer, 
who had seen it thrice and it was 
always white, when my companion 
drew my attention to a mysterious- 
looking Queensland scout riding close 
in to the embankment on which I 
stood. I looked at him for a moment 
and saw his rifle about coming to the 
“ready,” when I threw up my hands. 
As he came up covering me he grimly 
emiled as he said: “Why, I took you 
for a blooming Boer.” The hat I wore 
was certainly suggestive of the enemy, 
for it was a much-worn wideawake. 
So I stepped down behind the bank, 
but three other keen Queenslarplere 
had seen the action, and rode up at 
the gallop, and were about to take me 
prisoner when my old friend, Maj.

A TWENTY-TWO-MILE NIGHT 
MARCH. 

The night was as black as ink, and 

a drizzling rain commetced as we left 


‘our encampment, but we kept a perfect 


line of route, and I don’t think I have 
been in any night march—and I have 


been in many—where there was less | 


straggling and confusion than on this 
march back to Belmont. All ranks 
were perfectly happy, and looked upon 
their twenty-two-mile tramp as an ex- 


perience they would not have liked to 


have missed. I was with the Canadians 
all night, and I have never met a more 
cheery, keen and happy lot in all my 
years of campaigning. What buoyed 
them up for the first eight miles was 
the prospect of a fight at Weyland’s 
farm or Ridsmont kopje, a rocky ridge 
facing us on the plain we were 


traversing, and a splendid position, if 


the Boers arrived there first. For the 
situation, which I had foreseen the 
night before, had dawned on all. The 
nemy that had been signaled near 
Dugmore’s farm were hurrying to cut 
us off from Belmont, and this was the 
point they were making for. Often as 
we strained our eyes toward the dis- 
tant dark ridge, only a few shades 
blacker than the heavens, the stars 
rising on the horizon seemed to us like 
flashes of fire, and we would Wry to 
catch the sharp crackle of rifles on the 
night air. The order “All dismount’ 


would be whispered down the line, and 


all became eager for the coming fray. 
Presently mimosa scrub and rocks told 
us that we had left the plain and 
were nearing the kopje. It was rough 
going, but the Canadians held on man- 


fully, still hoping to have a crack at 
the twinkling 


the enemy; but when 
light of Weyland’s homestead shone out 
from the nek of the kopje, and we 
found the Cornwallis there first, the men 


of Toronto showed their disgust with 
many grunts and groans at the lack 


of enterprise on the part of the Boers. 


On descending a mile on the other side 
of the kopje. the whole force came to 
a halt about 3 a.m., and slept where 


they halted till dawn, when the bugle, 


which had been suppressed during the 


night, now blared forth the advance, 


and we moved forward on our final lap 


to Belmont.

to have them taken out. I fail to see 
why we were not advised of this fact 
long ago and an opportunity given us 
to remedy the trouble.

As we are remedying these 
mistakes at our own expense and with- 
out complaint, I believe that any ad- 
verse criticism emanating from 
street department comes with a very 
bad grace. In conclusion I would say 
that we shall continue to put our si- 
phons in proper working order despite 
obstacles put In our path, and thus 
far we have taken out just eight of 
the siphons and not fifty as reported 
by the Street Superintendent.”

{AT THE COURTHOUSE.] 
WILL CONTEST. 


s of Contest to Pro- 
bate of the Will Filed—Every Allie- 
gation Strenuously Denied—Fraud 
and Spiritualism Alleged—Formid- 
able Array of Counsel on Either Side. 


The trial of the contest over the will 
of José Mascarel in an state popularly 
considered to be worth about a million 
doliars, has been continued again. The 
date now fixed is April 9. 

The .matter was to have been tried 
this week—or a commencement made. 
The fight will be long and bitter, but 
Judge Shaw was unable to conclude his 
work in the. big canal case at Fresno 
and it was continued from day to day 
awaiting his homecoming. Some new 


} lawyers of the big-gun style have also ; 


gone into the case recently, and they 
have wanted the trial postponed as 


a long as possible. 


Yesterday morning Judge Shaw 
mounted his bench in Department Two 
of the Superior Court for the first time 
in about six weeks; and the first thing 
to come up smiling was the Mascarel 
matter. ' 
The continuance was:allowed and an 
order made to. permit the contestants to 
file their amended contest and opposi- 
tion to the probate of the will, and: pro- 
ponents’ answer to the contest as 
amended. The facts in the case have 
already become so complicated that 
both papers are immense folios of type- 
written pages. 

It is difficult to single out the allega- 
tions that have not been set up before. 
But whatever is alleged by the parties 


of the first part is strenuously denied 


by those of the second part. 

The contestants are Mascarel's sur- 
viving children, .who were left out of 
his will of September 16, 1899; and the 
proponents are the three executors 
named in the disputed instrument and 
six grandchildren of the deceased by a 
daughter Maria Cancepcion Mascarel- 
Cassagne, who died several years ago. 
Mascarel was stricken with heart pa- 
ralysis last October and passed away 
on the sixth day. 

The surviving children, Mrs. Con- 
stance Coytino, Sylvester Mascarel 
and Hortense Mascarel, believe that 
their: father was not in his right mind 
when he executed his last will and 
consequently he did not do it with legal 
correctness; and that he was al in 
weak bodily health, under the undue 
influence of others, and in no competent 
condition to transact.#usiness. 

They allege that for a great many 
years prior to his death, his confiden- 
tial agents and employés, H. G. Weyse, 
James Larquier and Albert Pryor, kept 
him under their control and that he 
lived with his surviving widow, Jesus 
Mascarel, apart from his lawful wife 
and apart from his legitimate children, 
the widow having a tremendous influ- 
ence over him. 

While so living and the victim of 
influence, he is alleged to have fallen 
into a conspiracy to defraua his chil- 
dren out of gredt property interests, 
and to have deeded away valuable real 
estate, exceeding in worth the amount 
of $175,000, with little or no considera- 
tion for it. 

The last ground of contest is the al- 
legation that the will was procured by 
fraud. During several sicknesses when 
Mascarel was expected to die, as well 
as the fatal iliness, it is alleged that 
the children were not ever notified of 
their parent’s precarious condition, but 
when they came to see him were ex- 
cluded; and that the persons having 
the okj man in control did nothing—or 
almost nothing—but inflame his min: 
against his children and telb him that 
they did not love him. 

Mascarel was 83 years old when he 
died, but during a part of his later 
life he suffered greatly from sickness. 
Taking advantage of his weakness, the 
grandchildren are alleged to have 
caused persons pretending to be medi- 
ums and spiritualists to advise him in 
the disposition of his property and to 
influence him against his legitimate 
children. 

And so sick was he from August til! 
his death in October, that his wife and 
his nurses, it is alleged, kept him con- 
stantly under the influence of intox- 
icating liquors and drugs and medi- 
cines administered to him in large 
quantities, to such an extent that his 
mind was absolutely impaired and that 
he could not understandingly have done 
any business at all. 

Such are the reasons, in brief, why 
the will is said not to be Mascarel's 
last will and should not be admitted 
The proponents take a dia- 
metrically opposite view. 

The array of counsel in fhe case is a 
formidable one. Representing the con- 
testants are Gov. Gage, ex-Senator Stc- 
phen M. White, J. S. Chapman, Esq., 
H. H. Appel, Esq., and City Attorney 
Walter F. Haas. For the proponents 
are A. W. Hutton, Esq., Goodrich & 
McCutcheon and ex-Judge McKinley.

LONGEVITY. 


INCREASED LENGTH OF LIFE THE 
CENTURY’'S TRIUMPH. 

{W. R. Thayer in the Forum:] There 
is one characteristic which distin- 
guishes the nineteenth century from 
all other centuries—a characteristic 
which has become too common to at- 
tract the attention it deserves, al- 


though it really measures all the rest; 


this is longevity. During the past 100 
years the “= of life of the oye 
man in the United States and in the 
more civilized parts of Europe has in- 
creased from a little over thirty to 
about forty years. A multitude of 
causes, mostly ohysical, have contrib- 
uted to this result. Foremost among 
these should be placed (1) whatever may 
be included under the general term 
sanitation; (2) improved methods in 
medicine, and (3) the more regular 
habits of living which are the direct 
outcome of industrial life on a large 


| scale. 


These are some of the evident means 
by which life has been lengthened. In- 
ventions, which have made production 
cheap, and the transportation of all 
products cheap and easy, have had an 
influence too great to be computed. 
And no doubt much has been due to a 
general improvement in methods of 
government; although, in the main, 
there has been much less progress in 
practical government than is commonly 


supposed. But, whatever governments 


have done or left undone, the fact t 
be insisted on here is that the averag 
man today lives almost ten years 
longer than his grandfather lived. In- 
disputably. therefore, the year 1900 
finds conditions more conducive to 
longevity than existed a century ago. 
This is true beyond question for the 
masses, who feel immediately the ef- 
fects of plenty, hunger and cold.
